And There Are Others Who Would 
Not Touch Him at Any Price. 


HARRISON [8 SCARED, HOWEVER, 


And Will Keep On Shaking in His Boots 
Until Minneapolis Places the Mat- 
ter Beyond Doubt. 


Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—Pres- 
ident Harrison's friends made a last gasp- 
ing effort today to sidetrack the Blaine 
boom. 

They commenced, early this morning, 
giving out statements that Mr. Blaine 
had promised the president, as late as 
Saturday, that he would not allow the 
use of his name. They have filled all the 
evening papers with these statements, 
but the Blaine men deny them absolutely 
tonight. 

Mr. Blaine has agreed to say nothing 
more and to accept the nomination if it 
is tendered him. That is believed here 
to have settled matters. Everybody except 
a few of Mr. Harrison's office holders say 
it will be Blaine beyond the shadow of 
a doubt. 

Clarkson Is in Town. 

Chairman Clarksor is here today. He 
brought the Blaine boom over from New 
York with him, and it has grown every 
moment since its arrival Tonight every- 
body is talking Blaine. Bets are offered 
freely on Blaine’s nomination, but there 
are no takers. Clarkson has been in con- 
ference with many of the republican lead- 
ers today, including Mr. Quay, who was 
the first to call early this morning. As far 
as these men can fix it, the ticket to be 
nominated at Minneapolis has been 
agreed upon. It is Blaine and Uncle 
Jerry Rusk, though the friends of Alger 
say he is in it for the vice presidency by 
a large majority. 

It is given out tonight that Clarkson 
will confer with the president tomorrow, 
and tell him plainly that the thing has 
been fixed for Blaine; that the call for 
Blaine is such a unanimous one that he 
cannot decline. Mr. Clarkson, it is said, 
will further advise the president to de- 
cline a renomination now ‘Ynstead of 
allowing his name to go before the con- 
vention to be slaughtered. 

Steve Elkins Talks. 

In contravention of all this talk Secre- 
tary of War Steve Elkins has been around 
the hotels doing some talking himself 
tonight. He is the manager of Mr. Harri- 
son’s campaign. 

“I talked with Mn Blaine Sunday 
afternoon,” said he. “He then told me that 
he was not a candidate and would not be 
one, that he would decline the nomina- 
tion if it was tendered him, and if neces- 
sa.y would write another letter, even 
stronger than the Clarkson letter of last 
February. Mr. Blaine said to me posi- 
tively, ‘I will not have it. I would even 
send a letter to Minneapolis to pre- 
vent it.’ ” 

The Blaine people, however, say that 
Elkins certainly misunderstood Blaine, 
that they have assurance from him that 
he will accept, and they will nominate 
him. The time is too close, however, for 
such talk to last. Either Harrison or 
Blaine must get out of it within a day or 
two. 

The Subtreasury. 

Colonel Livingston has made a request of 
the committee on rules to set aside one or 
two days for the consideration of the sub- 
treasury bill by the house. It will be 
granted. ‘here is a disposition among all 
the members of the house to bring the mat- 
ter up and dispose of it finally. When it 
does come up, there can be no moré trim- 
ming. Members will have to show their 
hands as being squarely for or against it. 

The News froin the Seventh, 


The news that comes from the seventh 
of the opposition to Colonel Everett's re- 
election is not causing him to lose much 
sivep. In speaking of it today he said: “I 
am a candidate for re-election. It has al- 
ways been the custom of the seventh to 
endorse its representative by a second term, 
and I feel that it will do this in my case. 
Should I be elected, I shall not be a candi- 
date two years hence. Four years of con- 
gressional life will be amply sufficient for 
me.”’ 

General P. M. B. Young is here. 

The Democratic Nomination. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, is out in an 
interview today favoring the nomination 
of Senator Gorman. He declares him to 
be the strongest man the democrats could 
nominate. On the oth@r hand Whitney 
talk has been indulged in to a large ex- 
tent today. Whitney bas an 
emissary here working it up, but 
he has not received the encouragement ex- 
pected. The people here don’t take much 
stock in the prospects of Mr. Cleveland’s 
retirement in anybody’s favor unless he is 
forced to do so. The attempt to get up a 
Whitney conference, it is feared, will not 
go through. Nearly all the anti-Cleveland 
democrats here are favorable to Gorman, 
and they do not want to lessen the Mary- 
lander’s chances by booming Whitney..Thus 
the prospects are that Whitney’s boom will 
have to be launched from some other place. 

A senator, an intimate friend of Mr. 
Cleveland, who managed his last cam- 
paign, said to me today:- 

“T have believed until a few days ago 
that Mr. Cleveland would be our nominee, 
but I have changed my opinion now. The 
supporters of Mr. Cleveland now have the 
thing in their hands, and are beginning to 
realize the seriousness of the situation. 
They fear Mr. Cleveland cannot be elected, 
and are beginning to talk about a com- 
promise candidate. 

“My opinion is that Mr. Cleveland’s 
name will be first presented to the conven- 
tion. He will.not get it on the first ballot. 
Then on the second the Cleveland people 
will put up a compromise candidate, and 
he will go through. Who the compromise 
candidate will be, no one can tell, but there

Because Appropriation Bills Have Prece- 
dence of the Agti- Options Bill. 

Washington, May 24.—The democrats of 
the house met in egucus tonight for the 
purpose of considergg a question of busi- 
ness. ‘The result was the decision to put 
appropriation bills head of everything 
else and prepare for an adjournment of 
congress as early practicable. There 
was an unusually attendance, nearly 
every member in the city being present. 
Mr. Hatch, in the interest of the anti-op- 
tions bill, fought the motion to give the ap- 
propriation bills precedence with great 
vigor and vehemence, but was outvoted by 
a large majority. He has not given up 
the fight, however, ad it is very likely he 
will oppose the appropriation bills on the 
floor of the house. . 

The caucus was held in response to a 

call circulated today by Mr. McMillin, of 
Tennessee. The speaker and leading 
members of the heuse were anxious to 
push the appropriation bills forward as 
rapidly as possible, but Mr. Hatch an- 
nounced his determination to antagonize 
their consideration with the anti-options 
bill, and the object. of the caucus was to 
secure further delay in the discussion of 
the anti-options measure. 
Soon after the caucus met Mr. MeMil- 
lin offered a resolution providing that prec- 
edence should be given the regular annual 
appropriation bills over all other bills. Mr. 
Hatch, in a lively speech, which created 
some ill feeling, opposed the resolution. 
He insisted that bills should be taken up 
after the sundry eivil bill. He declared 
that the caucus had been called without 
due notice, that snap judgment had been 
taken and said that he would not be bound 
by caucus action, but would antagonize 
the consideration of the appropriation bills 
on the floor and demand the yeas and nays 
on the taking up of the anti-options bill. 
_ The river and harbor bill was brought 
into the discussion, and the caucus got into 
a parliamentary tangle over an amendment 
to Mr. McMillin’s resolution, offered by 
Mr. Clark, of Alabama, providing that the 
river and harbor bill be included among 
the regular annual appropriation bills, hav- 
ing precedence over other measures. 

Mr. Bynum joined Mr. Hatch in opposing 
and on the other side, Messrs. McMillin, 
Sayers, of Texas; Blount and Dockery 
urged the wisdom of speedy action on ap- 
priation bills. Mr. Clark, on assurances of 
a number of members that the river and 
harbor bill was all right and that it would 
not be injured in not being included in 
Mr. MeceMillin’s resolution, withdrew his 
amendment and the resolution to give ap- 
propriation bills free right of way was then 
passed by a Jarge majority. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, offered a 
resolution directing the committee on rules 
to report a rule providing that whenever a 
member asks unanimous consent for the 
passage of any bill it shall be granted un- 
less ten members object. The object of 
the resolution was to put an obstruction in 
the way of the objectors, Watson and. Kil- 
gore. The opposition developed 

the resolution on the 
ground that it would make poasible 
the passage of measures which there might 
be good reasons to keep in the back ground 
and it was lost. 

The caucus then adjourned. 


TINKERING WITH THE CONVENTION. 


Some Proposed Amendments to the Docu- 
ments Reported. 


Washington, May 24.—Mr. Mitchell, 
from the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, today reported to the senate a joint 
resolution proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment providing for the election of United 
States senators by the popular vote. He 
said that the members of the committee 


were divided on the subject and would 


make separate reports. The joint resolu- 
tion was placed on the calendar. 

The subject was discussed at some 
length by the committee this morning. Mr. 
Chandler offered an amendment proposing 
to strike out of the joint resolution that 
plirase which describes the qualification of 
electors as those “requisite for electors 
of the most numerous branch of the state 
legislature,’ and to substitute the phrase, 
“such qualifications as may be prescribed 
by congress.” This amendment was re- 
jected, as was also one proposing to elect 
the president and vice president at the same 
time, in the same manner as representa- 
tives. 


THE TARIF? BILLS. 


How They Fare in the Senate—No Proba- 
bility of Early Action. 
Washington, May 24.—There was a desul- 
tory discussion upon the general subject of 
tariff legislation by the senate finance commit- 
tee today, but no effort was made to secure 
action upon any of the house tariff bills that 
are now on the calendar of the committee. It 
appears that there is no probability of an 
early report by the committee upon these 
measures. The feeling of the republican ma- 
jority is that an agitation of the subject of 
tariff revision at this time would be harmful 
to the business interests and would be unwar- 
ranted, as it is alleged that the republican 
majority of the senate is already fully com- 
mitted in opposition to any house tariff bills. 
Some ciscussion of the subject in-the senate 
cannot, of course, be avoided, as Senator 
Vest’s resolution discharging the committee 
from further consideration of the free wool 
bill now lies on the table, from which it will 
doubtless be taken to serve as a basis for 

speeches.

Baton Rouge, La., May 24.—The vote for 
United States senator today in the two 
houses resulted as follows: Jones, 44; Adams, 
27; Gibson, 26; Caffrey, 17; Blanchard, 11; 

The two houses will 
meet in joint session tomorrow to canvass the 
yote. A joint ballot will be taken by the leg- 
islature every day until a result is reached.

| Carolina from Kentucky 


Ie Under Arrest in South Carolina for 
Criminal Malpractice. 

Columbia, S. C., May 24.—(Special.)— 
A shocking affair is reported from Barn- 
well, this state, the result of which involves 
the good name and liberty of a hitherto 
highly respected physician, a brother-in- 
law of Abraham Lincoln. 

A few days ago the coroner was called 
upon to hold an inquest over the dead 
bodies of a young white 
woman, who, it appears, had 
had been led astray by the overtures of a 
railroad contractor from the west, and her 
infant. Ajury was empaneled, and after 
a number of witnesses had been examined, 
including several leading physicians, the 
jury rendered a verdict holding Dr. Todd 
guilty. 

Dr. Todd is a brother of the late Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s wife. He came to South 
several years 
before the war, and settled in Barnwell, 
where he soon built up an extensive medi- 
cal practice, and has ever since enjoyed 
the confidence and esteem of the entire 
community. He served as surgeon in the 
confederate army, and won much distinc- 
tion. It is said that he amputated no less 
than 700 limbs during the war. Dr. Todd 
was arrested upon a charge in accordance 
with the jury’s finding, and furnished bond 
in the sum of $1,500 for his appearance at 
the court of general sessions. If convicted 
of the charge, he can be punished by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than five nor more than ten years. The 
affair has created a great sensation in Barn- 
well.

One in Orlando Jail Confesses—Another 
Railroad Man Attacked. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 24.—Only one 
of the Monroe junction murderers is in 
custody. He is in Orlando jail and has con- 
fessed.

Lee’s staff during the late war, has been in- 
vited by the U. 8S. Grant post, Grand Army of 
the Republic, of Brooklyn, to deliver an ora- 
tion at the Memorial Day exercises 7 Siaen 
tomb. Colonel Marshall has accepted an 
leave Sunday night for New York. Colonel 

arshall says: 
mn am waite glad to be able to assist In hon- 
oring the memory of General Grant, because 
I consider bis service to the country, both 
north and south, in the terms made at the 
surrender of Appomattox are worfiy of honor. 
It rested with Grant at the moment the con- 
federate forces were overcome there, whether 
the north and south should thereafter assume 
the relative positions of brothers or of con- 
querors and conquered. He had no one to 
advise him, but, acting upon his own lights, 
he made such terms of surrender that the 
southerners went to their homes feeling that 
their honor had not been impaired. The most 
profound peace was the result. Never has a 
war been brought to such an abrupt and com- 

lete ending. Had he caused the confederate 
orces to give up their arms or required other 
equally harsh terms of surrender, the result 
would doubtless not have been the same. 
Then when the government wished to try Gen- 
eral wee, General Grant insisted that the pa- 
role be not violated and threatened to give up 
his commission if the trial was persisted in. 
The trial. as everybody knows, did not come 
off. Politicians and non-combatants are the 
only ones who have waved the bloody shirt 
since the close of the war. Soldiers on neither 
side have been guilty of any expression of 
ill will. In three months after Appomattox 
the armies of both sides had disbanded. The 
gallant men who fought on either side went 
back to their vocations, and only the scars 
of war were left. I attribute the greater part 
of this restoration of good feeling to General 
Grant. and it is for this reason that I say I 
shall be glad to be able to assist in honoring 
his memory.”’

Among His Heirs. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The will of ex-President James K. Polk 
was today declared invalid, and his home 
place, with bis historic mansion and tomb, 
being about one acre in the center of the 
city, will be sold and the proceeds di- 
vided among fifty or more heirs at law, 
who are scattered from New York to Cali- 
fornia. President Polk, although a fine law- 
yer, attempted to establish a perpetuity, 
and left his place to the state in trust for 
the use of the most deserving of the Polk 
family, and on this ground the will 
was today set aside.

If a convict 
leaves the line as he and his fellows are 
marching from mine to stockade in the first 
shadows of evening, or if he drops his rake

But. frequently convicts do escape to the 
mountain wilds, where they are never pur- 
sued. In fact, if a convict manages to get 
half a mile from the mines without being 
caught or killed, he may count himself safe 
so long as he keeps away from the villages 
and towns. The trouble is in getting his 
convict garb exchanged for less conspicuous 
clothing. And the escapes that are 
planned by convicts who have no friends on 
the outside are planned with this in view. 
Every convict guard has some story of an 
ingenious escape, and is willing to tell it if 
he was not too badly involved in it. 

Not long ago there was a white convict 
named Reed working at the Briceville stock- 
ade. He had been put in for ten years for a 
series of forgeries, and as he was not very 
strong, they let him do the lighter work around 
the stockade, and only worked him in the 
mines when there was a particularly heavy 
run. He had been in stripes about a year, 
and had behaved himself so well that the 
ards thought he was resigned to his lot. 
urthermore, Briceville is far away from 
civilization, and he had no friends to give him 
clothes, even if he sueceeded in getting away. 
One morning he started for the well to draw 
some water, a guard with gq Winchester over 
his shoulder accompanying him. They walked 
along side by side, the convice carrying two 
big tin pails. The well is about four hundred 
yards from the stockade, around the side of 
the mountain, and shut in from any sort of 
view by trees and bushes.

But everybody has to go afoot 
in those wilds, and the convict had too good a 
start. He was clever enough to keep away 
from the railroads, and, with the guard’s pay, 
he was able to support himself and ayvold sus- 
picion. They have not caught him.

From The New York Sun. ; 

We have reports from the south of a 
great enlargement. of the rice acreage this 
year; and it is now estimated, from the ex- 
tent of the planting, tnat the crop of the year 
will be about one-hali larger than that of 
last year or any other recent year. Many 
planters in South Carolinu. Georgia and the 
few other states in which rice is grown ad- 
van.wageously, have increased their planting 
of it in proportion as they have decreased 
their planting of cotton, while others who 
had wholly abandoned its culture, have again 
takez it up. We think it will turn out that 
they have taken a judicious course, and one 
that will very surely be profitable. Before 
the “war our yearly product of rice often rose 
abo: e two hundred million pounds; but dur- 
ing the war aud afvwr it the crop ran low, 
and in 1870 it was only about one-third as 
large as it was in 1850. The prospect of its 
enluigement this year is more promising 
tha.: it has been any other year since then. 
We ought to be able to raise in this country 
all the rice that 1s consumed here, and there 
should be no need of importing any from 
other countries.

The Railroad Commission Asked to Raise 
the Estimated Weights on Shingles. 
Mill Men Ask a General Change, 


It is entirely probable that a sweep! 
change will be made in the sdieanael 
weights by which the vast volume of lum- 
ber freights is gauged. is a matter 
of great importance to both railroads and 


dJumbermen, and the decision of the railroad 


commission in the case now pending will be 
re for with more than Solinars inter- 
est. 

_ There was'a hot discussion on this sub- 
ject before the railroad commission yester- 
day morning, and the facts brought out on 
both sides made it very plain that some 
change from the present system is de 
sirable; The matter came up on a petition 
from Mr. J. M. Culp, assistant traffic man- 
ager of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road, asking that the estimated weights on 
Shingles be raised from 850 to 540 pounds 
per thousand. He showed that the actual 
weight of green shingles ig from five to six 
hundred pounds, and his figures were sub- 
stantiated by weights submitted by Mr. 
Goodman, the traflic manager of the Sa- 
vanpah, Americus and Montgomery rail- 
road. 

The lumber men did not deny this, but, 
when their time came, they proposed to 
follow Mr. Culp’s lead, and go him one bet- 
ter, by showing that the estimated weight 
of 4,000 pounds for dry lumber was from 
1,500 to 2,500 pounds higher than actual 
weight, on kiln-dried weather boarding, 
ceiling, etc. 

Could They Stand It?

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A HOUSE OF PRAYER, 


The Recorder's Court Is Made by the 
Salvation Army Women. 


THEY PRAYED FOR THE JUDGE, 


W hile the Spectators Sobbed—They Were 
Prayers of Rejoicing—The Judge 
Had to Have Them Put Out. 


For many months has Uncle Jimmie Par- 
ish officiated as bailiff in Judge Andy Cal- 
houn’s court, and he has witnessed every 
kind of scene that the seamy side of life 
presents, 

Nothing surprises him, or ruffles his dig- 
nity, but yesterday Uncle Jimmie was sur- 
prised and the little stage upon which he 
plays the part of scene shifter presented 
the most thrilling drama Uncle Jimmie ever 
saw on it before. 

And Judge Andy Calhoun and Jud Glenn, 
veterans they have become, added a new ex- 
perience to a long list. 

For a brief five minutes the little stuffy 
courtroom where the drunk and disorderly 
and quarrelsome are met with justice be- 
came a house of prayer. 

The motley audience of mixed humanity 
iustantly became a congregation of thought- 
ful worshipers and bowed its head rever- 
ently. The court bowed its head while the 
words of solemn appeal went up from the 
new altar. Jud Glenn laid down his pen 
and fixed his gaze thoughfully upon the 
floor, Uncle Jimmie Parish relaxed his 
watchfulness and bowed his head, too, 

It was a time—the first time known in 
the history of this partieular court—when a 
court of justice was made a house of wor- 
ship. 

They Prayed for the Court, 

Last Saturday Officer Henry Jordan, who 
patrols along the busy portion of Alabama 
street, was approached by Mr. C. P. John- 
son, the saloonist, who asked that he make 
@ ease against a woman, a member of the 
Salvation Army, in uniform, who was sell- 
ing papers in his place at 27 Alabama 
street. 

The officer repaired to the place and found 
Florence Brown, an active worker in the 
army, selling copies of War Cry, the 
organ of the Salvation Army. The officer 
made a case against the young woman for 
‘idling and loitering upon the property of 
cnother.’’ She was given a copy of charges 
and the case was set for a hearing on Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Judge Calhoun postponed the case until 
yesterday afternoon, as he wanted to fa- 
miliarize himself with the law in the case. 

A pretty point of law whs involved, and 
it is a question upon which the lawyers have 
been divided for some time. 

It has been a mooted question among the 
saloon keepers, too, as they have been 
troubled by the woman entering their places 
and trying to sell papers to the men fre- 
quenting there. Inquiry after inquiry has 
been made of the police to know if cases 
could be made against the woman, 

The case made by Officer Jordan was a 
test one, and the saloon men watched its 
termination with interest. 

When it came up yesterday afternoon three 
female members of the Salvation Army 
were in the courtroom, each dressed in full 
uniform, and one carrying the army flag. 

Judge Calhoun, after a statement of the 
case had been made, said that Miss Brown 
could not be held on the charge of idling and 
loitering, but that the charge of disorderly 
conduct might stick. 

Then turning to the defendant, who held 
aloft the banuer of fres salvation, Judge 
Calhoun said in his kindest tone: 

“You are dismissed.” 

A happy light shone into the woman’s 
features. She made a quick step forward. 

“Oh, judge,” she cried gratefully, “‘let us 
bow here and pray.” 

“It is not the proper pla—,” Judge Cal- 
houn began, but before the words were well 
out of his mouth the three women had 
dropped on their knees in front of him and 
the leader began a feeling prayer. 

“Oh, Lord!’ she prayed, “bless the good 
judge! Bless the clerk, bless the bailiff, 
bless all the officers, bless all who are here, 
bless our persecutors.” 

The suddenness of the prayer service 

Took¢the Breath of the Court 
and of the spectators away, Judge Cal- 
houn listened at the women praying. 

Many of the spectators kneeled. A num- 
ber of women sitting on the front rows be- 
gan sobbing as the prayer reached an ex- 
cited pitch. 

A camp meeting scene seemed about to en- 
sue. All the women had begun to pray, 
and for a time the mill of justice was at a 
staadstii. For five minutes the praying 
went on. The judge shifted impatiently in 
his seat. Would it go on forever? the judge 
thought. 

‘‘Look here,” the judge finally said in an 
uneasy tone, “you must stop this.” 

The prayer increased in pitch and fervid 
earnestness. ‘The judge hesitated a mo- 
m2nt. 

“Mr... Bailiff,” he said, ‘‘take them out.” 

Unele Jimmie Parish walked over to the 
bowed figures of the prayerful women. He 
gathered them all, 

They shrieked out louder than ever: 

“Oh, God, don’t curse this poor old man.

“Glory, Tellelujah! Glory! Amen!”

So covetous are some of them in fact 
that they might be induced to go to Sa- 
vannah if guaranteed a dead sinch on Moy- 
or McDonough’s chair. 

A long line of carriages pulled away 
from the city hall yesterday headed for the 
new waterworks reservior. In the first 
carriage were Mayor Hemphill, Mayor Mc- 
Donough, ex-Mayor Hillyer and Mr. Tur- 
ner. That carriage was followed by others 
in which were Mr. Rice, Mr. Boyd and Mr. 
Woodward, of the board of aldermen, Mr. 
Tye, Mr. Reneau, Mr. Sawtell, Mr. Col- 
ving Mr. McWaters, Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Northen, Mr. Holbrook and Mr. 
Meador, of the council, and Mr. 
Winship, Mr. Torbet, Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Erwin, of the water board. 

City Clerk Woodward and Messenger 
Moon were along, too. 

It was a pleasant, most delightful drive 
the party had. From the city hall the 
carriages went over Forsyth street to 
Luckie and then directly to Hemphill ave- 
nue. Atlanta has no prettier streets than 
Luckie and the gentlemen were kept busy 
admiring beauties new to them. At the 
end of Luckie the party was given its 
first view of Hemphill avenue, that beauti- 
ful,, broad, level drive which leads to the 
reservoir. Squads of hands were busy cutting 
down the last hill necessary to the opening 
of the grand drive and the stop was con- 
sumed in admiring the work done and con- 
templating what the completion of . that 
work would bring about. 

Over the line the reservoir could easily 
be seen. 

By State street the carriages went around 
the squads of workmen and a block fur- 
ther on drove into Hemphill avenue. Then 
over the levelest, smoothest and most beau- 
tiful avenue in the south the party drove 
to the Belt railroad. All along the line 
pretty lots, ripe for neat cottage homes, 
were scattered and many a councilman it 
was who wished that he owned a block or 
two of them. 

At the belt line the carriages were aban- 
doned, and the members stood around in 
groups, watching the bricklayers construct- 
ing the pumping station buildings. Then, 
along the avenue, they walked the 100 
yards to the reservoir. 

The contractor had on a full complement 
of mules and negroes, and the superintend- 
ents were moving about pushing the work 
along for all that was in them. Scores and 
scores of teams were tearing away the 
earth, while as many more were hauling 
it away, making the big thirty-acre exca- 
vation deeper and deeper. On the brink of 
the big hole the visitors paused, and, in 
surprise and astonishment, gazed at the 
layout. 

“JT had no idea,” said Mr. Sawtell, “that 
all that work had been done.” 

“Nor I,” remarked Mr. Reneau. 

“That,” said Mr. Erwin, ‘when finished, 
will be the biggest reservoir in the south.” 

In amazement the members watched the 
mules move the dirt, and then started 
around the broad drive, which completely 
encircles the reservoir. 

On a high knoll, completely covered with 
wide shading trees, the party stopped 
again to glance over the work. 

No one appeared more interested than 
Mayor McDonough, and, as his keen, 
piercing eye took in the work, he re- 
marked: 

‘Down in Savannah we have heard of 
the new waterworks Atlanta is building, 
but none of us had any idea of its great 
extent. 

“Why, that,” he went on, sweeping his 
hand over the deep, large lake, “almost 
equals Savannah’s deep water.” 

None tired of watching the busy scene 
presented, and many were unwilling to 
leave when a start was made for a drive
